SEVENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Standing  Committee  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  wishes  to  thank  all 
who,  through  financial  assistance  or  any  other  form  of  contribution,  have  helped  to 
make  this  an  outstanding  year. 


Seventy-one  years  ago,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  was 
incorporated  by  Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891,  Massachusetts 
General  Court,  for  the  "purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging, 
maintaining  and  opening  to  the  public  under  suitable  regulations, 
beautiful  and  historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this 
Commonwealth."  The  Trustees  now  hold  for  the  public  benefit 
36  Reservations  comprising  some  5,447  acres  of  land,  each  of 
which  is  described  hereinafter. 

The  Trustees  provide  a  ready  and  trustworthy  instrument  by 
means  of  which  persons  who  desire  to  effect  the  permanent  pres- 
ervation of  any  interesting  or  lovely  spot  in  Massachusetts  can 
accomplish  their  purpose.  Property  held  by  The  Trustees  is 
exempt  from  local  taxation,  and  gifts  to  the  Corporation  are 
deductible  under  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  Federal  Income 
Tax  or  Federal  Estate  Tax  laws. 


ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Seventy-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
in  The  Trustees  of  Reservations'  headquarters  at  the  Pierce  House 
in  Milton  on  Wednesday,  January  31,  1962  at  2:30  p.m.  with 
President  Laurence  M.  Channing  presiding. 

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary »,  Arthur  H.  Phillips,  the  Executive 
Secretary ,  Loring  Conant,  read  the  Secretary  s  Report,  as  follows: 

Although  it  has  been  customary  in  the  past  to  report  on  the 
basis  of  a  calendar  year,  my  report  to  you  today,  and  in  ensuing 
years,  will  be  on  the  basis  of  our  newly  established  fiscal  year, 
a  twelve-month  period  from  November  first  through  October 
thirty-first. 

1961  Annual  Luncheon  Conference 

For  the  first  time,  in  1961,  the  Annual  Luncheon  Conference, 
which  has  heretofore  followed  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Cor- 
poration on  the  last  Wednesday  in  January,  was  held  on  May 
twenty-fourth  at  our  Rocky  Woods  Reservation  in  Medfield. 
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The  170  people  present  expressed  enthusiasm  for  this  type  of 
Annual  Luncheon  and  from  now  on  this  feature  will  be  held  in 
the  spring  or  summer  at  one  of  our  reservations.  Mr.  William 
Roger  Greeley  received  The  Trustees'  Conservation  Award  and 
President  Channing,  in  his  address,  explained  the  problems  and 
accomplishments  of  The  Trustees. 

During  the  year  we  have  lost  through  death  the  following 
members  of  the  Corporation  whose  contributions  to  and  interest 
in  The  Trustees  have  been  of  great  significance:  William  Ellery, 
Louis  H.  D.  MacLeod  and  Charles  T.  Russell. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  again  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
late  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait,  who  died  in  January  1961,  for  his 
devotion  and  generosity  in  giving  over  a  period  of  years  to  The 
Trustees  the  cherished  Rocky  Woods  Reservation. 

Acquisitions 

During  the  twelve-month  period  ending  October  31,  1961, 
The  Trustees  acquired  by  purchase  sixty  acres  of  the  Hyde 
property  in  our  Whitney  Woods  Reservation  in  Cohasset  for  the 
price  of  $12,000.  Thoughtful  friends  have  contributed  $4,791.16 
to  help  defray  the  expense. 

W.  K.  Gilmore  and  Sons  of  Walpole  made  a  generous  gift  of 
19%  acres  as  an  addition  to  our  Medfield  Rhododendrons  Reser- 
vation in  Pine  Swamp. 

The  gift  of  the  Charles  River  Peninsula  Reservation  in  Need- 
ham,  some  twenty-nine  acres,  has  already  been  reported  to  you 
Hit  its  addition  comes  within  this  fiscal  year  period. 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  active  experienced  by 
the  Standing  Committee  and  even  though  our  actual  acquisitions 
have  not  been  large  our  accomplishments  towards  future  growth 
have  been  substantial.  Over  twenty  areas  throughout  the  state, 
with  an  acreage  surpassing  our  present  holdings,  have  been  given 
thoughtful  and  active  consideration  by  the  Standing  Committee. 
More  than  half  of  these  areas  are  new  ones  that  have  come  to 
our  attention  through  extensive  field  work.  In  addition  to 
seeking  out  new  areas,  considerable  attention  is  being  continually 
given  to  acquiring  additions  to  our  present  reservations.  Pros- 
pects are  favorable  in  at  least  seven  of  them. 

I  am  sure  it  can  be  appreciated  that  inasmuch  as  we  are  hopeful 
that  many  of  these  areas  will  be  coming  to  The  Trustees  through 
bequest  or  by  future  gift,  it  is  not  possible  to  enumerate  them 
at  this  time.  However,  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  this  activity 
*be  sensed  so  that  the  work  of  the  current  Standing  Committee 
may  be  fully  appreciated. 
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Appointments 

Mr.  Charles  Sumner  Bird  resigned  as  a  Council  Member  of 
The  National  Trust  for  Places  of  Historic  Interest  or  Natural 
Beauty  in  England,  Wales,  and  Northern  Ireland.  Mr.  Arthur  H. 
Phillips  was  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

Mr.  H.  Lawrence  Jodry  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Local  Committee  for  Halibut  Point  to  succeed  Mr.  Louis  H.  D. 
MacLeod,  who  died  in  June  1961. 

Miss  Frances  L.  Burnett  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Local 
Committee  for  Agassiz  Rock. 

New  members  have  been  appointed  to  Local  Committees 
where  vacancies  occurred. 

During  the  period  January  1,  1961  to  October  31,  1961  fifty- 
four  new  associate  and/or  contributing  members,  sixteen  new  life 
members  and  six  new  founders  were  enrolled. 

Gifts 

Mrs.  Blake  Lawrence  and  her  brothers,  James  A.  Burden  and 
W.  Douglas  Burden,  very  generously  presented  to  The  Trustees 
for  Chesterwood  Studio  in  Stockbridge  a  Daniel  Chester  French 
relief  sculpture  in  marble  of  Mrs.  Henry  White.  This  generous 
gift  is  greatly  appreciated  and  is  a  splendid  addition  to  the 
Studio  collection. 

Publications 

A  new  booklet  entitled  "Birds  of  the  Cobble"  by  our  Warden 
at  Bartholomew's  Cobble  in  Sheffield,  S.  Waldo  Bailey,  was 
published  during  the  year  containing  an  annotated  list  of  218 
species  of  birds  observed  in  the  Cobble  during  the  past  fifteen 
years. 

Publicity,  Appreciations  and  Activities 

Mrs.  Barbara  B.  Paine's  fine  feature  article  on  The  Trustees, 
appearing  in  the  Boston  Globe  last  summer,  attracted  consider- 
able interest.  The  head  office  received  over  five  hundred  letters 
requesting  information  on  our  areas. 

A  field  trip  questionnaire  was  circularized  to  all  our  members 
and  there  was  sufficient  interest  to  justify  resuming  them  on  a 
trial  basis  this  coming  spring.  Day  trips  to  our  various  areas 
will  be  announced  in  the  near  future. 

Our  reservations  throughout  the  state  have  been  well  cared 
for  during  the  year.    A  Ford  pickup  truck  was  purchased  last 
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fall  and  is  going  to  be  of  considerable  assistance  in  the  ever 
increasing  work  of  maintaining  our  areas. 

Mr.  Conant  gave  the  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memorial  Lecture 
to  fifteen  groups  during  the  past  year.  Lecture  dates  are  well 
booked  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Standing  Committee  wishes  to  express  appreciation  for 
the  devoted  service  of  Mr.  Augustus  P.  Loring,  formerly  our 
treasurer  and  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and 
Mr.  John  M.  Woolsey,  Jr.,  formerly  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  whose  terms  of  office  expire  at  this  meeting  under 
the  terms  of  our  By-Laws. 

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  presented  and  the  same  was 
accepted  and  placed  on  file  with  an  expression  of  appreciation 
extended  to  Augustus  P.  Loring  for  his  faithful  service  as  treas- 
urer, which  under  the  terms  of  the  By-Laws  concluded  at  this 
meeting. 

AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

The  Auditor's  report  for  the  year  1961,  presented  by  Treasurer 
Loring,  was  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 

The  following  two  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  were  voted: 

1.  To  amend  Article  IV,  Paragraph  1,  of  the  By-Laws  by 
adding  thereto  the  following: 

"The  Standing  Committee  may  elect  or  appoint  such  other 
officers  of  the  corporation  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine, including,  but  not  limited  to,  one  or  more  assistant 
secretaries  and  one  or  more  assistant  treasurers,  and  any  such 
officers  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  shall  serve  for 
such  terms  and  shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  as  the 
Standing  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe." 

2.  To  amend  Article  V,  Paragraph  1,  of  the  By-Laws  by 
deleting  the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following:

MANAGEMENT  OF  RESERVATIONS 


GENERAL  POLICIES 

To  welcome  the  public  on  the  Reservations,  which  are  set  aside 
for  the  enjoyment  of  natural  beauty  and  the  edification  provided 
by  historic  places;  they  are  not  preserved  as  amusement  parks. 

To  preserve  The  Trustees'  lands  in  pristine  condition. 

To  cherish  handsome  trees,  native  wildflowers,  and  shrubs. 

To  protect  birds  and  wildlife. 

To  keep  vistas  open  and  excess  scrub  growth  cut  down. 

To  keep  to  a  minimum  all  roads,  paths,  parking  areas,  picnic 
grounds,  service  buildings,  etc.,  and  where  they  are  required  to 
have  them  simple  and  inconspicuous. 

To  preserve  historical  landmarks. 

LOCAL  COMMITTEES  OF  MANAGEMENT 
Preamble 

All  property  of  all  Reservations,  together  with  all  their  assets  and 
liabilities,  belong  to  and  are  the  responsibility  of  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations. 

The  Standing  Committee  determines  policies,  disbursements  of 
monies  and  the  terms  of  use  of  the  Reservations  by  the  public. 

Each  Reservation  is  managed  by  a  local  committee  approved 
by  and  responsible  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  consisting  of 
individuals  who  have  concern  for  the  Reservation  and  will  help 
administer  and  oversee  it  as  circumstances  require,  and  one  or 
more  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Corporation 
if  practicable. 

Duties 

1.  To  arrange  for  the  visiting  public. 

2.  To  receive  income  from  fees  payable  for  service  rendered 
visitors;  to  help  the  Standing  Committee  find  funds  for 
normal  and  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  Reservation; 
and  to  report  on  the  same. 

3.  To  hire,  pay,  and  superintend  such  labor  and  buy  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  required  for  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  Reservation,  and  to  account  for  the  same. 

4.  To  protect  the  Reservation  from  injury  and  mistreatment. 

5.  To  report  annually  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  matters 
of  current  interest. 

6.  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Standing  Committee  .for 
such  changes  and  improvements,  construction,  and  emer- 
gency work  as  may  be  needed  or  desirable.   This  would 
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include  all  undertakings  which  affect  the  permanent  char- 
acter of  the  area,  such  as  increase  of  land  holdings;  tree 
felling;  building  of  roads,  major  trails,  and  firebreaks;  de- 
signs for  planting,  shelters,  service  buildings,  memorials, 
etc.,  and  alterations  of  existing  buildings. 

7.  Draw  up  local  rules  and  regulations  for  the  approval  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  file  in  the  Office  of  The  Trustees. 

Study  and  appreciation  of  the  Reservation  should  be  encouraged. 
Where  feasible,  descriptions  of  land,  local  history,  geology, 
botany,  ecology,  bird  lore,  and  wildlife  should  be  collected  and 
published  for  the  use  of  visitors. 

Where  conditions  permit,  a  small  area  should  be  set  aside  in  the 
Reservation  where  typical  kinds  of  rocks,  plants,  trees,  etc.,  can 
be  labeled  for  the  information  of  visitors.

In  1957  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  acquired  this  reservation 
located  in  the  Town  of  Manchester,  Mass.  with  the  initial  acreage 
of  28.8  acres  and  an  endowment  of  $5,000.  In  1958  an  additional 
46  acres  were  acquired  as  a  generous  gift  of  the  same  friend. 
Important  additions  of  adjoining  land  have  been  purchased:  7.8 
acres  in  i960  and  2.72  at  the  end  of  the  year  1961. 

The  features  of  the  Reservation  are  two  huge  glacial  boulders — 
"Agassiz  Rock"  on  top  of  Beaverdam  Hill  and  "Big  Agassiz"  in  a 
wooded  swamp  hollow  close  to  the  Manchester-Essex  town  line 
north  of  the  hill — both  said  to  have  been  discovered  by  Professor 
Louis  Agassiz.  The  open  ledges  on  the  hilltops  and  the  gravel 
pit  near  the  highway  provide  added  geological  interest  to  what 
is  basically  a  "geologic"  reservation. 


The  Reservation  now  has  its  own  access  over  upland  to  Upper 
School  Street  through  the  purchase  during  the  past  year  of 
2.72  acres  of  land,  the  last  parcel  of  privately  held  land  on  the 
western  edge  of  the  Reservation  between  the  Essex  line  and 
Sawmill  Brook.  However,  it  is  still  more  convenient  to  use  the 
present  path,  which  for  a  short  way  from  the  street  goes  over 
woodland  held  by  the  Town  of  Manchester. 

In  the  swampy  area  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  Reservation 
there  are  still  some  white  cedars,  a  scant  remnant  of  the  great 
numbers  of  these  trees  once  found  there  and  in  adjacent  Cedar 
Swamp.  It  was  noticed  that  someone  was  cutting  these  cedars, 
perhaps  because  there  was  no  indication  of  ownership  of  the 
land  by  the  Trustees.  Accordingly  this  area  has  now  been  posted 
with  signs  requesting  people  not  to  cut  the  cedars,  or  disturb 
other  vegetation. 

During  1962  it  is  hoped  to  enlarge  the  trail  system  of  the 
Reservation,  including  an  eastern  loop  to  Beaver  Dam  Road, 
with  a  trail  map  available  near  the  entrance  to  the  Reservation. 
In  this  way  visitors  who  would  like  a  longer  walk  will  be  able 
to  make  a  pleasant  circle  tour  around  the  Reservation. 

The  well-kept-up  paths  to  Agassiz  Rock  and  Big  Agassiz  are 
enjoyed  by  more  and  more  people,  both  local  and  from  out  of 
town,  in  winter  and  in  summer.

This  Reservation  was  purchased  in  1946  through  subscription 
and  donations  of  interested  friends.  Various  campaigns  to  raise 
endowment  funds  have  produced  $10,061.00  to  date. 

The  Cobble,  bordering  on  the  Housatonic  River,  is  a  unique 
natural  wild  rock  garden  featuring  unusual  plant  life  related  to 
the  limestone  ledges  and  in  the  surrounding  open  fields.  Over 
six  hundred  different  species  of  plants  have  been  identified  during 
the  past  ten  years,  and  a  pamphlet  describing  the  geological  and 
botanical  features  of  the  Cobble  with  six  full  page  photographs 
of  interesting  plants  was  published  in  1958. 


In  1961,  although  schools  and  camps  were  asked  to  come  in 
smaller  groups,  the  number  of  visitors  to  the  Cobble  increased 
by  nearly  ten  per  cent.  Camps  were  asked  always  to  send  an 
adult  with  their  children.  Other  visitors,  tourists,  and  students 
of  wild  life  who  make  up  the  bulk  of  attendance,  as  usual  came 
from  far  and  wide.  The  newly  completed  S.  Waldo  Bailey  Trail 
for  bird  watchers  gives  access  to  a  little  known  section  of  the 
Reservation,  an  enchanting  bit  of  woodland,  some  rare  plants 
and  more  of  the  geological  formations  that  are  characteristic 
of  the  region. 

Anticipating  the  visit  of  The  Garden  Club  of  America  next 
June,  the  local  committee  appreciated  the  work  accomplished 
by  a  crew  of  skilled  men  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Bates, 
when  in  late  Autumn  they  removed  dead  elms  and  rank  golden 
rod.  In  spite  of  excellent  care  given  by  the  Warden  clearing  the 
meadow  and  lower  reaches  that  were  for  decades  used  for  pasture 
is  still  a  problem. 

During  the  year  a  new  booklet  was  published:  "Birds  of  the 
Cobble"  by  our  Warden,  S.  Waldo  Bailey.  This  annotated  list 
of  some  200  different  species  of  birds  identified  at  the  Cobble 
is  a  vital  contribution  to  the  natural  history  data  of  this  inter- 
esting reservation.

The  Bryant  Homestead  was  acquired  in  1929  by  bequest  of 
Minna  Godwin  Goddard,  granddaughter  of  William  Cullen 
Bryant,  with  a  legacy  of  $10,000.  A  second  $10,000  bequest  by 
Julia  Sands  Bryant,  daughter  of  the  poet,  was  added  to  the 
endowment  in  1930. 

Conrad  G.  Goddard,  residuary  legatee  of  Mrs.  Goddard, 
conveyed  to  The  Trustees  the  Bryant  memorabilia  contained  in 
the  Homestead.  By  agreement,  the  Homestead  is  occupied  by 
the  family  of  the  donors  who  are  responsible  for  the  maintenance 
and  for  holding  it  open  to  the  public  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Friday  afternoons  from  June  15th  to  September  15th. 


During  the  year  215  visitors,  including  a  group  of  30  foreign 
students  from  the  African  American  Institute,  went  through 
the  Homestead.  Several  hundred  additional  visitors  came  to 
the  area  merely  to  enjoy  the  picturesque  setting  and  the  mag- 
nificent view  from  the  Homestead. 

The  living  room  has  been  completely  done  over.  The  floors 
were  reflnished  and  the  walls  painted. 

A  most  interesting  copy  of  a  letter  Bryant  wrote  a  friend  in 
1872  concerning  the  origin  of  the  Homestead  has  come  to  light. 
In  it  he  states  that  his  Grandfather,  Deacon  Ebenezer  Snell, 
came  to  Cummington  in  1773  as  a  young  man,  settled  on  the 
Upper  Farm  and  built  a  house  of  squared  logs.  About  ten  years 
later  he  bought  the  farm  on  which  the  Homestead  is  now  located 
and  proceeded  to  build  a  house  beside  the  brook,  which  is  the 
present  one,  less  some  enlarging  which  Bryant  did  after  the 
Civil  War.

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Lowell  Holly  Reservation  was  given  to  The  Trustees  in  1942 
by  bequest  of  Mr.  A.  Lawrence  Lowell  with  an  endowment 
of  $10,000. 

The  reservation  is  a  peninsula  bordered  by  Wakeby  Pond 
and  Mashpee  Pond  featuring  a  large  holly  grove,  splendid  beech 
trees  and  plantings  of  laurel  and  rhododendron. 


Although  the  meteorological  events  of  1961  included  a  cold 
and  snowy  winter  and  a  near-hurricane  in  September,  only  super- 
ficial damage  was  suffered  by  the  trees  and  shrubs  at  the  reser- 
vation. The  greater  part  of  this  came  as  a  result  of  the  heavy 
snowfalls  of  January  20  and  February  4  which  broke  branches 
on  several  of  the  hollies  and  some  of  the  evergreens.  Pruning 
and  cleanup  activities  in  the  spring  remedied  the  situation  and 
no  lasting  effects  were  observed  later  in  the  season.  The  threat- 
ened hurricane  of  September  21  (Esther)  broke  up  before  reaching 
the  Cape  Cod  area  and  nothing  worse  than  strong  northeasterly 
winds  were  experienced.  On  September  12,  i960,  Hurricane 
Donna  caused  severe  burning  of  foliage  on  hollies  and  other  trees 
at  the  Lowell  Woods  but  the  effects  of  this  storm  are  no  longer 
noticeable. 

A  ton  of  fertilizer  was  used  during  the  spring  in  feeding  the 
rhododendrons  and  some  of  the  more  important  hollies.  Feeding 
in  this  and  previous  years  is  paying  dividends  in  the  form  of 
improved  growth  and  high  quality  of  foliage,  the  latter  indi- 
cating by  its  dark  and  glossy  green  the  health  of  the  plants  that 
produced  it. 

For  some  reason,  probably  associated  with  the  unusually  cold 
and  late  spring,  the  hollies  failed  to  produce  their  usual  profusion 
of  berries.  This  condition  prevailed  in  many  places  and  may 
have  been  partly  due  to  the  effect  of  frost  on  the  developing 
flower  buds  or  to  the  inactivity  of  the  insects  responsible  for 
successful  pollination. 

During  the  summer  tourist  season  a  man  was  on  duty  at  the 
picnic  area  over  weekends  when  utilization  of  the  facilities  was 
greatest.  176  automobiles,  representing  18  states  and  the 
Canadian  province  of  Quebec  were  listed,  and  many  comments 
concerning  the  beauty  of  the  woods  and  lakes  were  heard. 
Relatively  little  refuse  and  litter  was  left  by  picnickers  and  others 
and  regular  policing  of  the  grounds  prevented  unsightly  accumu- 
lations. All  trash  was  transported  to  the  Mashpee  town  dump 
for  disposal. 

A  total  of  74  man-hours  of  labor  were  expended  during  the 
year,  principally  in  the  spring  and  early  summer,  for  the  purpose 
of  clearing  brush  and  briers  and  removing  broken  branches  and 
other  results  of  the  winter's  heavy  snow.    Such  work  is  of  vital 
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importance  in  preventing  obstruction  of  the  paths  through  the 
woods  and  maintaining  the  appearance  of  the  beaches  and 
picnic  grounds..  Trimmings  and  other  debris  were  removed  to 
the  dump.  With  respect  to  this  type  of  work,  it  is  recommended 
that  additional  paths,  providing  access  to  the  more  remote 
sections  of  the  Lowell  Woods,  be  laid  out  and  cleared  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Fire  and  Police  Departments  of  the  Town  of  Mashpee 
are  once  again  to  be  commended  for  their  valuable  assistance 
in  maintaining  and  protecting  the  natural  beauties  of  the  Lowell 
Woods.  Constant  vigilance  against  the  threat  of  fire  and  the 
prevention  of  vandalism  are  essential  to  the  preservation  of 
this  lovely  and  unique  spot  both  today  and  in  the  years  to  come. 

We  were  all  deeply  saddened  at  the  passing  of  Mr.  Wilfrid 
Wheeler  on  Christmas  Day.  His  devotion  to  and  interest  in 
Lowell  Holly  Reservation  will  long  be  appreciated.  We  are 
pleased  that  his  son,  Wilfred  Wheeler,  Jr.,  has  succeeded  his 
father  as  Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee.

The  Reservation  is  best  reached  by  boat,  but  by  taking  the 
Chappaquiddick  ferry  from  Edgartown,  it  is  possible  with  a 
four-wheel  drive  jeep  to  drive  over  the  sand  dune  road  leading 
to  Cape  Poge  Light. 

This  reservation  was  acquired  in  1959  by  the  generous  gift  of 
Messrs.  Charles  S.  Bird  and  Oliver  D.  Filley  with  an  endowment 
of  $3,000.  In  1 96 1  Mr.  Russell  Stearns  very  generously  added 
$900  to  the  principal  fund. 


The  growing  interest  in  this  unique  beach  area,  as  evidenced 
by  the  new  local  residents  who  have  been  added  to  the  Local 
Committee  and  by  the  many  people  who  have  enjoyed  this  area 
during  the  summer,  is  most  gratifying.  Picnickers  and  natural- 
ists have  derived  great  pleasure  on  their  trips  to  this  natural, 
unspoiled  region.

This  Reservation  was  acquired  in  i960  by  gift  of  Messrs. 
William  M.  Austin,  Henry  R.  Guild,  Dr.  James  F.  Powers, 
William  B.  Rogers,  Jr.  and  George  S.  Weld.  The  29-acre  tract 
is  primarily  an  open  sloping  field,  at  one  time  pasture  land  of  the 
Walker  Gordon  Farm,  bordered  on  three  sides  by  the  Charles 
River.  As  it  is  situated  in  a  rural  setting,  there  are  pleasant  vistas 
of  the  surrounding  countryside. 


The  Charles  River  Peninsula  happily  remains  an  oasis  of 
woods,  fields  and  waterfrontage  in  the  midst  of  an  expanding 
suburbia.  The  public  use  of  this  area  has  not  been  large  during 
the  past  year  and  has  been  chiefly  devoted  to  picnicking  by 
canoeists  along  the  banks  of  the  river,  but  such  use  has  been 
both  appreciative  and  considerate.  There  were  no  known 
episodes  of  improper  camp  fires  nor  other  abuses  and  the  prop- 
erty has  been  extraordinarily  free  of  litterbugs.  This  land  could 
create  a  considerable  temptation  to  hunters  but  happily  there 
have  been  no  known  offenses  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  every 
"No  Shooting"  sign  posted  at  the  entrances  has  been  imme- 
diately torn  down.  Under  these  circumstances  the  property 
remains  a  sanctuary  for  wild  life,  principally  black  ducks,  mal- 
lards, pheasants  and  doves.  The  proceeds  from  haying  the  fields 
has  more  than  covered  the  expenses  of  maintaining  this  peninsula.

In  1929  to  save  them  from  lumbering,  173^  acres  on  the  east 
bank  were  purchased  by  an  advance  from  the  general  fund 
reimbursed  by  subscriptions.  Under  an  agreement  negotiated  in 
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1947  and  consummated  in  1949,  5^2  acres  on  the  west  bank  were 
added  to  the  reservation  subject  to  the  life  tenancy  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Frank  W.  Thayer  who  operated  picnic  facilities  and  a 
parking  space  around  their  house  until  Mr.  Thayer's  death  in 
1953.  Mrs.  Stanley  King  and  Sidney  L.  Beals  made  generous 
contributions  for  this  purchase.  In  1950,  inspired  by  the  active 
interest  of  Mrs.  Clarence  R.  Swenson,  the  Pioneer  Valley  Asso- 
ciation gave  thirty  acres  to  The  Trustees  on  the  east  bank,  and 
in  1955,  the  Quinnehtuk  Company  gave  five  acres  on  the  east 
bank  completing  The  Trustees'  holdings  in  the  gorge  proper. 

This  violent  scenery  is  most  unusual  in  Massachusetts — where 
the  west  branch  of  the  Westfield  River  passes  through  narrow 
rock  walls  luxuriously  crowned  with  hemlock. 


More  people  than  ever  came  to  The  Gorge  this  year — which 
seems  to  show  that  more  people  appreciate  the  simplicity  and 
quiet  of  our  favorite  beauty  spot.    We  had  about  1500  visitors. 

This  year  of  1962  will  be  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the  Town 
of  Chesterefild  and  we  hope  to  have  "Open  House"  at  The  Gorge 
for  the  entire  week  of  July  15-22.

This  Reservation  is  the  gift,  in  1954,  of  Mrs.  William  Penn 
Cresson,  daughter  of  the  late  Daniel  Chester  French,  consisting 
of  Mr.  French's  studio  with  its  contents,  as  a  memorial  to  her 
father.  The  gift  includes  68  acres  of  land;  18  acres  in  1954  and 
50  acres  in  1955. 


The  Chesterwood  Studio  had  another  very  successful  season. 
The  attendance  record  was  a  little  better  than  the  year  before, 
and  interest  seems  to  mount  as  the  years  go  by. 
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A  small  Civil  War  exhibit  was  installed  in  the  casting  room. 
Mr.  French  was  the  sculptor  of  no  less  than  four  equestrian 
statues  of  Civil  War  Generals:  Grant,  Hooker,  Devens  and 
Draper.  There  are  two  statues  of  the  great  Civil  War  president, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  and  a  statue  of  General  Bartlett.  Also  included 
are  models  of  the  fountain  in  DuPont  Circle,  Washington,  and 
of  the  memorial  to  Admiral  Samuel  Francis  DuPont,  and  a 
portrait  statue  of  Commodore  Perkins,  the  original  of  which 
stands  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  There  are  also  busts  of 
Secretary  Seward  and  of  other  men  who  surrounded  Lincoln. 
Finally,  the  Melvin  Memorial,  a  monument  in  Sleepy  Hollow 
Cemetery,  Concord,  Massachusetts,  to  three  young  men,  brothers, 
who  were  lost  in  the  war  between  the  States. 

Small  plaster  sketches  and  large  blownup  photographs  of 
many  of  the  most  important  works  were  shown  in  this  exhibit. 
The  show  received  good  notices  and  will  be  held  over  for  another 
season. 

A  goodly  number  of  gifts  were  made  to  the  studio  this  year. 
From  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  came  a  plaster  cast  of  the 
DuPont  Fountain.  A  marble  bas-relief  of  Mrs.  Henry  White  was 
given  by  her  grandchildren  through  Mrs.  Sheila  Burden  Lawrence. 
This  gift  has  been  placed  in  the  Studio  with  Mr.  Henry's  help. 
Other  gifts  include  an  heroic  size  bust  in  plaster  of  Longfellow 
from  the  American  Institute  of  Arts  and  Letters;  a  handsome 
portrait  drawing  of  Daniel  Chester  French  as  a  young  man  by 
Wright  which  was  presented  by  Mr.  French's  niece,  Mrs.  Mary 
Bartlett  Davis,  and  a  small  oil  painting,  "French's  Landing  on 
the  Concord  River"  by  Abbott  Thayer,  this  last  being  a  gift  from 
Mrs.  William  Bradford  Bartlett,  another  niece  of  the  great 
sculptor.  The  plaster  casts  have  been  stored  in  the  barn  tempo- 
rarily until  that  building  is  remodeled  as  a  studio  annex. 

The  Garden  Club  of  America  plans  to  visit  the  Studio  on 
June  26  during  their  four-day  stay  in  Lenox  and  Stockbridge  as 
guests  of  the  Lenox  Garden  Club.  We  are  making  every  effort 
to  make  the  garden  look  handsome  for  this  important  occasion. 

RICHARD  T.  CRANE,  JR.  MEMORIAL  RESERVATION 

Located  in  Ipswich  on  Argilla  Road  about  six  miles  from 
Route  1 A  at  Ipswich  South  Green  {1315%  acres).

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One  thousand  acres  of  beach  and  dunes  were  given  in  1945  in 
memory  of  Mr.  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  by  Mrs.  Crane  and  the 
Crane  family.  In  1949  additions  were  made  to  the  reservation 
through  bequest  of  300  acres  comprising  the  major  portion  of 
Castle  Hill,  Middle  Hill  and  Steep  Hill  with  beach,  dunes  and 
marshlands,  and  by  gift  of  50  acres  of  beach  and  dune  land 
adjoining  Castle  Neck  Beach. 

In  1952,  Florence  Crane  Belosselsky  exercised  her  option  on 
55  acres  and  in  1953,  16  acres  were  given  to  the  Town  of  Ipswich. 
By  gift  of  a  generous  member  of  The  Trustees,  Patterson's 
Island,  consisting  of  22.75  acres,  was  added  in  1957. 

From  the  Great  House  on  Castle  Hill,  surrounded  by  spacious 
lawns  and  beautiful  gardens,  there  is  a  magnificent  panoramic 
vista  of  sea,  dunes  and  marshland.  Several  miles  of  sandy  beach 
and  high  dunes  offer  superb  recreational  attractions.  The  Castle 
Hill  Foundation  has  a  splendid  series  of  summer  concerts  and 
art  lectures  at  Castle  Hill  which  they  offer  to  the  public. 


The  1961  season  at  Crane  Beach  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  about 
130,000  people. 

We  were  unfortunate  in  the  weather  for  July  which  reduced 
our  attendance  approximately  15  per  cent.  We,  like  most  beaches, 
are  feeling  the  competition  created  by  the  outboard  motor 
devotees.  We  were  again  pleased  to  have  so  many  groups  enjoy 
our  beach  and  we  were  very  gratified  to  be  able  to  aid  hospitals 
and  institutions  in  giving  pleasure  to  their  patients. 

Our  patrons  purchased  11,000  hot  dogs,  and  about  4,000  cases 
of  tonic,  as  well  as  candy,  novelties,  pine  lotion  and  various  other 
merchandise  which  one  uses  at  the  beach. 

There  were  the  usual  lost  children  who  were  quickly  found 
by  our  patrol  car  through  a  new  addition  this  year  of  a  two-way 
radio  from  truck  to  office.  This  proved  of  great  value  in  every 
respect. 

First  Aid  as  usual  took  good  care  of  the  sunburns  and  other 
physical  difficulties  which  occur  during  the  visiting  hours. 
Cooperation  and  help  from  the  town  agencies  (police,  fire, 
selectmen)  was  as  always  excellent  and  greatly  appreciated. 

We  look  forward  to  1962  and  trust  that  atmospheric  conditions 
will  be  more  in  our  favor. 

CROWNINSHIELD  ISLAND

endowment.  $3,000  in  1956  and  $2,000  in  1957  were  added  to 
the  original  endowment. 

The  reservation  is  the  former  Brown  or  One's  Island  off  the 
public  beach  at  Delliber  Cove  between  Peach  Point  and  the 
old  town  settlement  of  Marblehead.  The  island  is  an  attractive 
objective  for  small  boats  from  the  Cove  and  Marblehead  Harbor. 


The  Island  was  cleaned  up  twice  during  1961  and  showed 
evidence  of  frequent  use.  The  evergreens  planted  by  Mr.  Crown- 
inshield have  been  slowly  disintegrating  under  the  effects  of 
wind  and  wave  and  are  being  replaced  by  seedlings. 

DINOSAUR  FOOTPRINTS 
Holyoke — on  the  west  bank  of  the  Connecticut  River  off  Route  5 
going  toward  Northampton  {y}4  acres).

Purchased  in  1935  to  preserve  a  prehistoric  trace  of  clearly 
defined  footprints  made  by  dinosaurs  some  150  million  years  ago. 

DOANE  FALLS 
Royalston — at  the  junction  of  Hill  Road  and'the  main  road 
from  Royalston  to  Athol  {12  acres).

On  June  27,  1957,  The  Trustees  obtained  an  option  to  purchase 
approximately  12  acres  on  the  east  bank  of  Lawrence  Brook  at 
Doane  Falls.  At  the  June  1959  meeting  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, it  was  voted  to  exercise  this  option  in  order  to  preserve 
this  unique  scenic  area  with  a  high  waterfall  and  a  clear  stream 
flowing  through  a  granite  gorge  crowned  with  coniferous  trees. 

ELLIOTT  LAUREL  RESERVATION 
Phillips  ton — on  the  Petersham-Templeton  Road  just  west  of  the 
south  end  of  Queen  Lake  (2 J  acres).

Given  in  1941  by  Frederick  W.  Elliott  in  memory  of  his 
mother  and  endowed  by  Miss  Olive  Simes.  This  is  a  hillside 
reservation  with  substantial  areas  of  mountain  laurel. 
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There  was  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  number  of  laurel 
which  were  in  blossom  in  mid-June.  During  the  remainder  of 
the  open  season  the  path  to  the  ledge  was  used  by  occasional 
visitors  and  picnickers. 

A  minor  amount  of  trimming  and  clearing  was  carried  out 
during  the  fall.  The  most  immediate  needs  of  the  reservation 
are  to  dispose  of  the  slash  which  has  resulted  from  recent  clearing 
operations,  to  treat  the  hardwood  stumps  with  brush  killer  to 
prevent  resprouting  and  to  continue  the  clearing  of  trees  and 
brush  which  are  overtopping  the  laurel. 

HALIBUT  POINT 

Rockport — on  the  northerly  tip  of  Cape  Ann  between 
Folly  Cove  and  Andrew  s  Point  {12%  acres).

In  1934,  a  park  was  obtained  through  generous  gifts  from 
Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  and  interested  residents  of  Rockport.  The 
Trustees  purchased  an  additional  28  acres  in  1936.  In  1940  and 
1944,  Dr.  Stube  made  gifts  of  additional  acreage.  In  1954,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  gave  The  Trustees  authority  to  release 
32^4  acres  that  were  not  essential  to  the  reservation  property. 


During  the  past  season  we  have  suffered  the  loss  of  the  Chair- 
man of  our  Committee,  Louis  H.  D.  MacLeod.  Mr.  MacLeod 
was  always  generous  with  his  time  and  advice  for  the  betterment 
of  the  Reservation. 

We  had  many  visitors  during  the  1961  season.  The  total 
number  of  cars  using  the  parking  area  was  1,190. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  an  increasing  number  of  people 
are  visiting  the  Reservation  during  the  winter  months.

Twenty  acres  were  given  in  1944  by  Francis  C.  Holmes  and 
his  sister,  Miss  Helen  M.  Holmes,  with  an  endowment  of  $10,000 
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to  preserve  a  field  that  in  prerevolutionary  days  was  a  mustering 
ground  and  to  keep  open  a  famous  view  of  historic  Plymouth 
Harbor.  An  additional  acre  was  given  in  1955  by  the  Plymouth 
Cordage  Co.  and  4  acres  were  acquired  in  1959. 


No  major  changes  were  made  in  the  Holmes  Reservation 
during  1961. 

One  new  home  has  been  constructed  on  the  Northeasterly 
boundary  of  our  property  and,  as  we  stated  last  year,  we  expect 
more  will  be  coming  along.  They  are  good  quality  homes  and 
should  do  nothing  to  detract  from  the  beauty  of  the  area. 

The  Plymouth  County  House  of  Correction  continues  to  farm 
the  fields  which  keeps  them  in  fine  condition. 

GOVERNOR  HUTCHINSON'S  FIELD 

Milton — atop  Milton  Hill  on  Adams  Street  {10  acres).

Nearly  three-quarters  of  the  area  was  acquired  in  1898  by 
the  gift  of  Mr.  John  M.  Forbes  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  F. 
Cunningham — the  balance  of  the  area  being  purchased  by  funds 
obtained  from  subscriptions  of  interested  friends  from  Milton 
and  outlying  districts.  Further  subscriptions-  and  bequest  of 
$1,400  from  Mrs.  Cunningham  provided  funds  for  the  care 
of  the  field. 

This  unique  open  space  area  affords  an  unbroken  view  to  the 
east  across  the  Neponset  Marshes  to  Boston  Harbor. 


Since  Hutchinson's  Field  is  adjacent  to  the  Pierce  House  and 
the  maintenance  is  administered  from  this  headquarters,  there 
is  no  longer  the  necessity  of  having  a  Local  Committee.  The 
thoughtful  interest  of  Mr.  Kelly,  the  Park  Commissioner  for 
the  Town  of  Milton,  has  been  most  appreciated. 


MASHPEE  RIVER 

Mashpee — the  land  adjacent  to  Mashpee  River  lying  south 
of  Route  28  {about 37 5  acres).

This  reservation  was  acquired  by  gift  from  Mr.  J.  W.  Farley 
just  prior  to  his  death  in  March,  1959. 

Mashpee  River  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  rivers  in  the  state 
attractive  to  sea  run  trout  known  as  salters.  Besides  being  a 
trout  stream  the  adjacent  wet  land  area  is  attractive  to  waterfowl.

Medfield  Rhododendron  Reservation  is  primarily  an  historical 
and  botanical  phenomenon,  the  most  eastern  and — except  for 
Fitzwilliam,  New  Hampshire — the  most  northern  outpost  of 
native  distribution  of  Rhododendron  maximum.  Medfield  Rho- 
dodendrons was  acquired  in  the  year  1934  through  the  coop- 
erative interest  and  generosity  of  local  residents.  In  1961, 
acres  were  added  by  the  generous  gift  of  W.  K.  Gilmore  &  Sons, 
Walpole. 


Last  spring's  display  was  not  a  good  one,  probably  due  to 
the  severity  of  the  preceding  winter,  i960  was  an  outstanding 
year  and  the  blooms  seem  to  follow  a  pattern  of  every  other  year. 
It  is  too  early  to  predict  what  1962  will  bring  at  this  time. 

The  approaches  to  the  Rhododendron  Reservation  have  been 
improved.  The  walk  around  the  main  display  has  been  improved. 
Low  places  have  been  filled  in  with  gravel  and  the  bridges 
repaired.  This  is  a  reminder  that  the  display  is  usually  at  its 
height  around  July  4th. 

We  are  extremely  appreciative  of  the  additional  19^  acres 
so  generously  given  this  year  by  W.  K.  Gilmore  &  Sons,  Walpole. 
The  tract  is  adjacent  to  the  heart  of  the  area  and  includes  a  few 
of  the  Rhododendron  plants. 


MISERY  ISLANDS 

Salem  Harbor  (82J/2  acres).

In  1935,  68  acres  were  acquired  through  subscriptions  from 
local  residents,  and  in  1938,  Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  and  Charles  S. 
Bird  gave  an  additional  6}4  acres,  with  5  acres  added  in  1940 
from  the  estate  of  Theodore  C.  Hollander.  In  1950  }4  acre  and 
in  1955  lyi  acres  were  acquired  by  purchase. 
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More  work  was  done  last  year  at  Misery  Island  than  has 
been  performed  for  several  years.  A  small  aluminum  outboard 
boat  has  made  it  easier  to  tend  the  Island. 

Rubbish  pits  will  be  dug  next  spring,  and  the  rubbish  deposited 
therein  will  be  covered  on  maintenance  trips  to  the  Island. 

Attendance  at  the  Island  by  the  public  seems  to  be  on  the 
increase  as  boating  becomes  more  and  more  popular.  Camping 
has  been  tried  by  some,  but  there  is  no  good  water  supply.  Prin- 
cipal use  is  by  day  picnickers,  particularly  groups  on  outings.

The  generous  gift  in  1948  of  Miss  Mabel  Choate  with  an 
endowment  fund  for  maintenance  of  building  and  grounds,  the 
Mission  House  located  on  Main  Street,  Stockbridge,  is  an  early 
1 8th  century  house  restored  and  refurnished  with  an  excellent 
collection  of  early  Americana  of  the  period  when  occupied  by 
Reverend  John  Sergeant,  missionary  to  the  Stockbridge  Indians 
from  1735-1749. 


The  past  year  3,008  persons  visited  the  Mission  House.  This 
attendance  was  slightly  less  than  the  year  before,  but  resulted 
in  more  income  as  the  price  of  admission  was  raised  from  25  cents 
to  50  cents.  Visitors  came  from  every  state  in  the  Union  except 
Alaska  but  including  Hawaii.  Representatives  from  all  the 
western  European  countries  were  welcomed  as  well  as  a  visitor 
from  faraway  Tanganyika. 
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Mrs.  William  H.  Ryan  has  been  added  to  the  Local  Committee, 
which  has  been  placed  on  a  one  to  three  year  term  basis. 

On  June  25,  1962  the  Mission  House  will  be  visited  by  some 
400  members  of  the  Garden  Club  of  America  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Lenox  Garden  Club.  Under  the  able  direction  of 
Mrs.  G.  Douglas  Krumbhaar  the  garden  is  being  replanted  and 
restored,  as  far  as  possible,  to  its  original  plan.  A  unique  feature 
of  the  garden  is  its  small  vegetable  bed,  amidst  the  flowers, 
known  as  the  "working"  garden — a  practical  necessity  in  colonial 
times. 

One  of  the  prize  possessions  of  the  Mission  House  is  the  Bible. 
It  was  presented  to  the  Stockbridge  Indians  by  the  Chaplain 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales  (Frederick  Louis)  during  the  reign  of 
George  II.  The  two  volumes  are  in  perfect  condition,  despite 
the  long  trek  to  Wisconsin  when  the  tribe  migrated.  Proof  enough 
of  the  reverence,  devotion  and  piety  possessed  by  these  Indians. 
Due  to  the  patience  and  perseverance  of  George  K.  Livermore, 
a  member  of  the  Local  Committee,  the  Bible  has  been  placed  in 
a  case  with  stand  where  it  can  be  properly  admired. 
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In  August  the  Mission  House  was  visited  by  the  Rev.  William 
O.  Xiles  from  Dowd,  Idaho,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  seven 
children.  He  is  a  direct  descendant  of  John  Sergeant,  and  all 
seven  children  have  for  a  middle  name — Sergeant. 

Another  visitor  this  summer  was  the  Rev.  Henry  D.  Phillips, 
a  missionary  to  the  descendants  of  the  Stockbridge  Indians  now 
residing  in  Stockbridge,  Wisconsin,  a  town  of  409  inhabitants 
situated  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Winnebago.  He  reported  that 
many  of  them  had  responsible  positions  in  industry  or  small 
concerns  of  their  own.  Some  have  retained  the  original  family 
surnames  such  as  Quinney  and  Metoxin. 

One  of  the  treasures  of  the  Mission  House  is  the  conch  shell. 
The  original  John  Metoxin  was  paid  20  shillings  a  year  by  the 
town  of  Stockbridge  (Mass.)  to  blow  the  conch  shell  to  summon 
the  Indians  to  worship.  It  was  said  that  the  clarion  blast  could 
be  heard  to  the  outermost  limits  of  the  town. 

In  a  jet  age  when  extinction  threatens  all  of  us,  there  is  some 
comfort  and  hope  in  the  picture  of  John  Metoxin  trumpeting 
our  conch  shell. 


MONUMENT  MOUNTAIN

The  gift  of  the  late  Miss  Helen  C.  Butler  of  New  York  in  1899 
was  in  fulfillment  of  the  wish  of  the  late  Rosalie  Butler  that  it 
might  be  preserved  forever  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public. 
Miss  Butler's  original  gift  was  accompanied  by  $2,000  for  care 
of  the  reservation  and  increased  by  an  additional  gift  from  her 
of  $5,000  in  1906. 

Paths  from  the  picnic  grove  on  Route  No.  7  lead  to  the  top 
near  which  the  memorial  rock  has  been  inscribed.  The  views 
from  the  top  are  very  extensive  and  the  mountain  itself  is  a 
scenic  feature  of  the  region. 


We  are  still  keeping  the  Reservation  in  order,  with  the  help 
of  the  State  Highway  Department,  and  more  people  used  the 
picnic  area  this  year  than  ever  before.  Some  of  the  trails  were 
cut  and  new  signs  were  erected. 
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MOUNT  ANN  PARK

In  1897,  5°  acres  were  given  by  William,  Charles  S.,  Robert  S. 
and  Laurence  Minot  in  memory  of  their  brother,  Henry  Davis 
Minot,  with  a  fund  of  $1,000  subscribed  by  the  family  and  friends. 
Three  small  parcels  to  the  north  of  the  original  piece,  approxi- 
mately 25  acres,  were  added  in  1927,  gifts  from  David  O.  Mears 
and  the  heirs  of  Edward  Bray.  In  1929,  Mrs.  Ruth  A.  Oakes, 
daughter  of  Sidney  F.  Haskell,  gave  approximately  16  acres, 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Mount  Ann  Park  and  on  the  south  by 
Dikes  Meadow  Pond.  A  contribution  of  J  1,000  by  George 
Wigglesworth  was  given  to  pay  for  the  timber  rights  in  the 
new  area.  The  Commonwealth  took  7  acres  in  1952  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  Route  128  highway  and  provided  a 
much  appreciated  parking  area  for  the  Reservation. 

During  the  period  of  1952-1954,  $19,831  was  added  to  the 
Henry  Davis  Minot  Memorial  Fund  by  members  of  the  family 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  endowment  for  the  reservation. 

Mount  Ann  Park  is  the  highest  point  (225  feet)  on  Cape  Ann, 
commanding  a  sweeping  ocean  view  from  Mount  Agamenticus 
near  York,  Maine,  across  the  tip  of  Cape  Ann  and  Massachusetts 
Bay  to  the  Blue  Hills  on  the  south.  Inland  the  view  extends 
over  forest  and  low  hills  to  Mount  Wachusett  and  on  a  clear  day 
to  Mt.  Monadnock.  The  reservation  includes  the  summit  and 
glen  with  very  fine  hemlocks  and  large  boulders,  on  one  of  which 
a  memorial  tablet  has  been  placed. 


From  early  May  until  mid-October  about  1,640  people  signed 
the  register  and  many  more  people  visited  the  area  during  the 
year.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  the  Committee  to  realize  that  this 
magnificent  hilltop  reservation  is  being  enjoyed  by  hikers  and 
bird  watchers.  Small  groups  from  neighboring  schools  find  the 
reservation  very  helpful  for  the  botany  and  geology  classes. 

We  regret  that  our  faithful  warden,  Ernest  H.  Whitaker, 
passed  away  at  the  end  of  the  season.

Naumkeag  was  acquired  in  1959  under  the  bequest  of  Miss 
Mabel  Choate,  with  a  generous  endowment.  The  house,  built  in 
1885  for  Miss  Choate's  father,  Mr.  Joseph  Choate,  by  the  emi- 
nent architect,  Stanley  White,  is  situated  in  the  spacious  46  acres 
of  beautifully  landscaped  grounds  laid  out  by  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele. 
Both  the  house  and  grounds  are  open  to  the  public  at  a  nominal 
fee  during  the  summer  months. 


During  the  summer  the  usual  number  of  appreciative  visitors 
went  through  the  house  and  grounds  to  witness  the  gracious 
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beauty  of  a  period  of  American  living  experienced  by  a  wealthy 
New  Yorker  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  Again  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Kay  Schneyer  and  her  three  assistants,  visitors  were 
rewarded  with  courteous  and  friendly  attention. 

The  Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society  have  awarded  the 
Naumkeag  gardens  their  Gold  Medal.  The  citation  reads  as 
follows:  "An  extremely  interesting  garden  with  uniquely  designed 
flower  beds  and  beautiful  views  of  the  valley  from  its  location 
on  Prospect  Hill.  An  area  surrounded  by  a  high  wall  and  entered 
through  a  graceful  moon  gate  discloses  a  separate  Chinese  garden 
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planted  to  rare  trees  and  shrubs  native  to  China.  A  garden  where 
striking  design  and  the  use  of  good  plant  materials  have  been 
combined  to  achieve  a  memorable  effect." 

The  Trustees  are  very  grateful  for  this  distinctive  award. 


NOON  HILL 
Medfield — on  Noon  Hill  Street,  a  dirt  road  leading  of  of 
South  Street  (j2  acres).

Seventeen  acres  on  the  east  side  of  Noon  Hill,  including  part 
of  the  summit  area,  were  acquired  in  1959  through  the  generous 
gift  of  W.  K.  Gilmore  &  Sons,  Walpole.  In  i960  an  additional 
1 5  acres,  corner  of  Noon  Hill  Street  and  Causeway  Street,  were 
acquired  through  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Henry  L.  Shattuck 
and  the  co-operative  interest  of  Mr.  Daniel  S.  Cheever  and 
Dr.  S.  Sargent  Cheever. 

The  Noon  Hill  region  is  an  extensive  wooded  area  featured 
by  a  series  of  rocky  ledges  with  interesting  stands  of  pine  bordered 
by  maple  swamps,  affording  a  variety  of  landscape  that  make  an 
attractive  open  space  area  for  the  naturalist  as  well  as  the  hiker.

Purchased  in  1939  by  The  Trustees  through  subscription  from 
friends,  this  historic  shrine  adjoins  the  battlefields  at  the  North 
Bridge  in  Concord.  The  Old  Manse  was  built  in  1769  by  Reverend 
William  Emerson,  the  grandfather  of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson, 
and  was  occupied  by  the  Ripleys  and  Hawthornes. 


If  the  number  of  visitors  that  come  to  the  Old  Manse,  each 
year,  is  a  measure  of  public  interest,  then  our  excellent  staff  of 
workers,  headed  by  Mrs.  Cleveland,  has  good  reason  to  feel  that 
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their  efforts  are  being  appreciated.  The  attendance  during  the 
year  just  ended  was  18,652,  which  compares  favorably  with 
1 5,5 1 8,  the  average  for  the  five  previous  years.  As  a  result  of 
the  larger  income,  we  were  able  to  have  the  carriage  and  wood 
shed  re-shingled  and  still  put  an  additional  five  hundred  dollars 
into  savings. 

For  the  benefit  of  friends  who  might  some  day  be  coming 
to  the  Old  Manse,  a  brief  statement  of  schedules  would  be  in 
order:  The  regular  season  is  April  19  to  October  31.  We  are 
open  daily  from  10  to  4:30  except  Sundays,  1  to  5.  We  are  also 
open  on  week-ends  from  November  1  to  10  and  on  November  11. 
In  cases  of  groups  wishing  to  visit,  it  is  suggested  that  Mrs. 
Cleveland  be  consulted  as  to  time,  etc.  The  Old  Manse  telephone 
number  is  EMerson  9-3909. 

A  new  name  has  been  added  to  our  list.  Mr.  Andrew  H. 
Hepburn,  Jr.  has  now  become  a  member  of  the  Local  Committee. 
This  was  accomplished  without  losing  either  of  the  Hepburns, 
already  serving,  and  we  consider  ourselves  fortunate.

The  original  tract  of  25  acres,  known  as  "Hale's  Old  Town  Hill 
Public  Park,"  was  safeguarded  in  1929  through  the  generosity  of 
Mrs.  George  A.  Bushee  in  continuance  of  the  efforts  of  Stephen  P. 
Hale  to  keep  the  area  unbuilt  upon  and  open  to  the  public.  In 
1952,  Mrs.  Bushee  added  90-odd  adjoining  acres  to  the  original 
tract  on  the  hill  and  47.9  acres  in  the  so-called  amphitheater  and 
salt  marsh,  giving  the  combined  area  to  The  Trustees  with  an 
endowment  of  $5,000. 

In  i960  Mrs.  Bushee  made  a  further  generous  gift  of  an 
additional  62.3  acres  of  salt  marsh  and  fields.  This  new  tract 
will  add  immeasurably  to  the  protection  as  well  as  to  the  natural 
beauty  of  this  scenic  reservation. 

The  hill  is  a  bare  drumlin  commanding  to  the  east  a  panoramic 
view  of  Plum  Island  Sound  and  the  open  sea,  and  to  the  west  a 
broad  vista  of  the  adjacent  marshland  of  Little  River  and  the 
rolling  country  of  the  interior.

Nash  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  Edward  W.  Nash,  in  1905 
together  with  a  maintenance  fund  of  $1,000.  In  1923,  The 
Trustees  bought  10  acres  of  land  at  the  top  of  the  hill  with  funds 
from  Mrs.  Nash's  gift.  On  several  occasions  Mrs.  Nash  also 
contributed  money  for  clearing  and  other  projects,  and  at  her 
death  in  1945,  she  left  a  bequest  of  $2,914.33  for  an  endowment. 

A  path  to  the  summit  leads  through  oak  and  hemlock  woods 
to  the  upper  ledges.  Views  from  the  trail  on  Petticoat  Hill  out 
over  the  valley  of  Mill  River  and  from  the  top  of  the  hill  to  the 
south  are  rewarding  features  of  this  reservation.

Rocky  Narrows  was  the  third  reservation  given  to  The  Trustees 
when  Augustus  Hemenway  donated  21  acres  in  1897,  later  giving 
funds  for  their  care.  Improvements  were  also  paid  for  by  Arthur 
F.  Estabrook  during  his  lifetime.  Three  acres  were  added  to 
the  reservation  in  1941-1942,  by  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Lewis,  Jr.  In  1942  by  agreement  with  Shell  Oil  Company  con- 
cerning a  pipe  line,  two  additional  parcels  of  nine  and  eight  acres 
came  into  the  possession  of  The  Trustees. 

Rocky  Narrows,  known  to  canoeists  as  "the  Gates  of  the 
Charles,"  consists  of  a  rocky  hemlock  knoll  in  a  meadow  known 
as  the  "Dingle  Hole,"  which,  in  periods  of  high  water,  isolates 
the  knoll  from  the  enclosing  wooded  ridge.  A  pine  clad  stretch 
of  camp  ground  with  a  spring  lies  along  the  river  at  the  north 
end  of  the  reservation. 
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This  Reservation  is  principally  for  canoeists  and  walkers. 
It  is  a  very  lovely  spot  and  nice  for  picnics.  Wood  is  kept  on 
hand  for  fires.  There  is  a  fine  grove  of  hemlocks  on  the  hill 
beyond  and  the  "Gates  of  the  Charles"  are  just  around  the  corner. 

It  is  next  to  some  of  the  Town  Forest  of  Sherborn  so  one 
can  walk  for  many,  many  miles  and  the  paths  are  all  kept  in 
good  condition.

Through  the  generosity  and  interest  of  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait, 
the  initial  gift  of  303  acres  occurred  in  1942  followed  by  further 
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additions  in  the  period  of  1 946-1 959,  bringing  the  total  area 
up  to  430  acres.  Adequate  endowment  and  special  gifts  for 
equipment  and  buildings  all  provided  by  Dr.  Goldthwait,  plus 
the  very  enterprising  local  committee,  have  made  this  reservation 
located  on  Hartford  Street,  Medfield,  one  of  our  most  active 
recreational  areas  providing  year-round  activity  of  skating, 
skiing,  picnicking  and  fishing  in  season. 


With  the  many  and  varied  facilities  available  for  outdoor 
recreation  during  the  four  seasons,  Rocky  Woods  has  just  con- 
cluded a  very  "successful  season.  The  so-called  "off-seasons," 
namely,  early  Spring  and  late  Fall,  are  bringing  more  people 
to  enjoy  the  beauty  that  these  seasons  offer. 

The  Annual  Luncheon  of  the  Trustees  that  was  held  in  our 
recently  completed  shelter,  had  a  wonderful  turnout  and  proved 
to  be  a  very  enjoyable  affair. 

With  more  horseback  riding  activity  some  new  trails  were 
opened  up  offering  added  enjoyment  to  this  popular  sport. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Milton  office,  a  new  series  of 
rustic  signs  are  now  identifying  all  trails  and  points  of  interest. 
The  usual  planting  of  native  seedling  trees  was  carried  on  as 
in  the  past. 

ROYALSTON  FALLS

Royalston  Falls,  acquired  by  gift  of  George  L.  Foote,  consisted 
of  200  acres  in  1951,  to  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foote  added  5  acres 
in  1954  for  an  improved  approach.  The  reservation  which 
adjoins  a  state  forest  on  the  east  and  southeast  has  an  endowment 
fund  of  32,025  subscribed  in  1 953-1 954  by  interested  friends. 


This  reservation  consists  of  205  acres  of  unspoiled  wilderness, 
bisected  by  a  gorge  of  handsome  dimensions  below  the  Falls 
which  are  impressive  when  the  water  is  ample.  The  forest  is 
second  growth  with  an  acid-favouring  ground  cover  begging  to 
be  restocked  with  wild  flowers  to  add  to  the  volunteers.  The 
chairman  would  be  delighted  to  hear  from  anyone  interested  in 
this  project  or  in  providing  bird  houses.  The  dirt  access  roads, 
particularly  from  the  north,  must  still  be  approached  with 
caution. 
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CHARLES  W.  WARD  RESERVATION

In  1940,  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Ward  made  a  gift  of  154  acres  on 
Holt  Hill,  with  an  endowment,  in  memory  of  Mr.  Ward.  Mr. 
Charles  L.  Ward,  Jr.,  in  1941,  made  a  gift  of  10  acres  including 
Pine  Hole  Pond.  In  1944,  Mrs.  Ward  donated  36  acres  on  the 
south  slope  of  Boston  Hill,  and  in  1945  sne  added  78  acres  to 
the  Holt  Hill  area  including  Shrub  Hill.  Phillips  Academy  in 
1957  gave  8.02  acres  to  be  part  of  the  Ward  Reservation,  and 
the  Town  of  Andover  took  1.7  acres  in  exchange  for  2  acres 
north  of  the  reservation.  In  1958,  13.9  acres  were  donated  by 
Mrs.  C.  Carleton  Kimball  and  Mr.  Charles  L.  Ward. 

This  unique  open  space  reservation  affords  extensive  views 
in  all  directions  from  its  pastureland  hilltop.  Wood  trails  lead 
through  the  area  making  it  possible  to  enjoy  the  botanical  and 
geological  interest. 


1 96 1  was  another  active  year  for  our  reservation.  In  addition 
to  the  usual  walkers,  picnickers  and  horseback  riders,  many 
Boy  Scout  troops  camped  on  the  reservation.  The  climax  of 
this  Boy  Scout  activity  came  in  the  autumn  when  the  troops  of 
Lawrence  and  Methuen  held  their  annual  camporee  here.  250 
boys  and  leaders  spent  the  weekend  under  canvas.  Every  clear 
area  around  the  summit  of  Holt  Hill  was  occupied  by  tents, 
flags  and  cooking  equipment.  The  troops  of  Andover  and  North 
Andover  also  held  their  camporee  on  the  reservation  this  year. 
125  scouts  and  leaders  were  present  for  the  three-day  affair. 

Mr.  George  Sanborn  and  his  trail  crew  once  again  cleared  out 
our  entire  network  of  trails.  In  addition,  a  long  over-grown  trail 
leading  over  Boston  Hill  was  reopened. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  of  1961  was  the 
expansion  of  our  poison  ivy  eradication  program.  For  many 
years,  we  have  attempted  to  control  the  invasion  of  poison  ivy 
into  the  trails  and  camping  areas.  This  attempt  at  control  has 
been  both  expensive  and  relatively  ineffective. 

However,  in  1959,  we  began  trials  of  a  new  herbicide,  amino 
triazole.  We  continued  to  use  ammonium  sulfamate  ("Ammate") 
and  a  2,4-D,  2,4,5,-T  mixture  ("brush  killer")  for  purposes  of 
comparison.  The  results  with  amino  triazole  were  so  promising 
that  more  extensive  trials  were  undertaken  in  the  summer  of 
i960.    Examination  of  the  sprayed  areas  in  the  early  part  of 
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this  past  summer  showed  virtually  a  complete  kill.  Encouraged 
by  these  results,  over  200  gallons  of  spray  were  applied  during 
the  summer.  Every  major  trail  on  the  reservation  as  well  as 
several  large  areas,  both  cleared  and  wooded,  were  sprayed. 
We  have  high  hopes  that  what  has  been  for  so  long  a  defensive 
operation  will  now  become  a  successful  offensive. 

In  one  sense,  amino  triazole  is  a  less  selective  herbicide  than 
brush  killer.  All  plants,  including  the  grasses,  are  killed  by 
thoroughly  wetting  the  foliage  with  the  spray.  In  a  more  impor- 
tant sense,  however,  it  is  far  more  selective  than  brush  killer. 
Only  plants  sprayed  directly  are  killed  by  amino  triazole  spray. 
With  brush  killer,  however,  imperceptible  drifting  of  the  spray 
can  result  in  the  death  of  desirable  plant  species  nearby.  The 
cost  per  gallon  of  amino  triazole  compares  quite  favorably  with 
that  of  the  older  herbicides.

By  gift  of  Whitney  Woods  Association,  Inc.,  in  1933,  The 
Trustees  added  this  643  acres  with  an  endowment  of  $10,000 
to  their  list  of  reservations.  In  1935,  2  5  acres  known  as  Bancroft 
Sanctuary  was  added  as  a  gift  from  the  Federation  of  Bird  Clubs 
of  New  England.  Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft  presented  an  additional 
20  acres  in  1937  and  in  1941  10  more  acres  were  added  by  gift 
of  Charles  B.  Barnes  and  family.  Mrs.  Ezra  Thayer  made  a  gift 
in  1943  of  28  acres  in  Hingham  and  Mr.  Joseph  Saponaro  pre- 
sented 8  acres  in  1950.  The  following  additions  were  acquired 
through  purchase:  60  acres  in  1944;  53  acres  in  1947;  and  5  acres 
in  1948,  with  6  acres  in  1952.  For  military  reasons,  the  United 
States  Government  has  taken  125  acres  in  1942  and  10  acres  in 
1957.  Sixty  acres,  comprising  the  Hyde  property,  were  acquired 
by  purchase  in  1961. 


The  big  news  at  Whitney  Woods  has  been  the  addition  of 
60  important  acres  of  land  in  the  heart  of  the  woods.  The  cost 
was  $12,000,  of  which  less  than  half  has  been  raised  to  date. 
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We  are  hopeful  that  readers  of  these  lines  will  generously  help 
the  fund  along.  The  important  central  location  of  the  new  land 
made  the  acquisition  of  it  imperative. 

The  Town  of  Cohasset,  on  an  equal  square  footage  basis,  has 
given  us  a  small  piece  of  contingent  land  fronting  on  Cushing 
Highway  in  exchange  for  a  similar  piece  on  the  other  side  of 
the  road. 

New  water  mains  in  the  street  will  be  beneficial  in  shortening 
the  surface  lines  which  we  maintain  to  the  picnic  grove. 
Attendance  did  not  change  much  from  the  previous  year.

Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891 
Massachusetts  General  Court 

Section  i.  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clarke,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F.  Hoar, 
John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent,  Nathaniel 
S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  Shurtleff,  George  H.  Tucker, 
Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth,  their  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  The 
Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring, 
holding,  arranging,  maintaining,  and  opening  to  the  public,  under 
suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and  historical  places  and  tracts  of 
land  within  this  Commonwealth,  with  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  subject  to  the  duties  set  forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  in  such  other  general  laws  as 
now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force  relating  to  such  corporations; 
but  said  corporation  shall  have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  by  grant, 
gift,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  such  as  it  may  deem 
worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public,  but  not 
exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other  property, 
both  real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  support 
or  promote  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  the  further  sum  of  one  million  dollars. [f] 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation,  and 
all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open  to  the 
public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with  this 
object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  literary,  benevolent, 
charitable,  and  scientific  institutions  incorporated  within  this 
Commonwealth  is  now  exempt  by  law;  but  no  lands  so  acquired 
and  held  and  not  open  to  the  public  shall  be  so  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  Said  corporation  shall 
never  make  any  division  or  dividend  of  or  from  its  property  or 
income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

exceeding  five  million  dollars." 
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BY-LAWS* 


Article  I  Of  Trustees 

i.  The  members  of  the  corporation,  in  whom  are  reposed  the  full  and  exclusive 
duty  and  power  to  vote  in  respect  of  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon  at  any  meeting 
of  the  corporation,  shall  be  designated  "Trustees."  The  number  of  Trustees 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred,  and  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  corporation  for 
such  term  as  the  corporation  shall  determine. 

1.  The  Standing  Committee  may,  if  it  sees  fit,  nominate  Trustees  by  inserting 
the  names  of  candidates  in  the  notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  and  may 
designate  the  terms  for  which  such  candidates  are  so  nominated. 

3.  An  election  of  Trustees  may  take  place  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any 
special  meeting  if  notice  thereof  is  contained  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  and  any 
person  who  receives  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  present  and  voting 
shall,  on  his  acceptance  of  his  election,  be  declared  and  enrolled  a  Trustee  of  the 
corporation.  Any  Trustee  may  resign  by  written  notice,  signed  by  the  Trustee 
and  delivered  to  the  Secretary  or  to  another  officer  of  the  corporation. 


Article  II  Of  Founders  and  Other  Contributors 

1.  All  persons  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  real  or  personal  property 
to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  more  shall  be  permanently  enrolled  as 
Founders. 

1.  All  other  persons  who  contribute  real  or  personal  property  to  the  corporation 
shall  be  enrolled  in  such  categories  of  membership  and  for  such  terms  as  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

3.  But  no  donor  of  money  or  property  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corporation 
unless  and  until  duly  elected  as  provided  in  Article  I.  Notwithstanding  that  such 
donors  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  duty  or  responsibility  in  the  management  or 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  they  may,  if  convened  in  a  meeting  at  the  direction  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  take  advisory  action  and  make  recommendations  in 
respect  of  any  matter  submitted  to  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting  each 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  to  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy. 


Article  III  Of  Meetings  of  the  Corporation 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday 
in  January,  in  Boston,  or  at  such  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 
at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  Standing  Committee  may  determine. 

In  the  event  the  annual  meeting  is  not  called  and  held  as  herein  prescribed,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  order  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  and  held  in  lieu 
of  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  all  references  in  the  By-Laws 
to  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  deemed  to  refer  also  to  a  special  meeting  called  in 
lieu  of  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  meeting.  Special  meetings  of  the  corpo- 
ration may  be  called  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  meet  at  any  time  and  at  any 
place  within  the  Commonwealth.  Notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  given  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting  by  mailing  postpaid 
to  each  member  of  the  corporation  at  his  address  of  record  last  appearing  on  the 
books  of  the  corporation  a  notice  thereof  and,  if  a  special  meeting,  a  statement 
of  the  purposes  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 
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1.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  members,  but  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  may  adjourn  any  meeting  from  time  to  time  until  the  business 
shall  have  been  finished. 

3.  Officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 
Any  other  action  to  be  taken  by  members  of  the  corporation  may  be  taken  by 
voice  vote  unless  a  member  requests  a  written  ballot  in  which  case  a  ballot  shall 
be  taken. 

4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  as  soon 
as  a  quorum  is  present;  and  the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  then  be  read, 
unless  such  reading  is  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  those  present. 

5.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  the  order  of  business  shall  be 
as  follows: 

First.  The  unfinished  business  and  the  assignments  of  the  last  meeting  shall 
be  announced  by  the  Secretary  to  the  President  and  taken  up  in  order. 

Second.  The  Secretary  shall  be  called  on  to  submit  a  written  report  of  the 
doings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Third.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  called  upon  to  submit  a  written  report  of  his 
doings  for  the  previous  fiscal  year  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation 
as  of  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Fourth.  The  Committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts  shall  be  called  on 
for  a  report. 

Fifth.  Any  special  committee  which  may  have  been  appointed  during  the  year 
shall  be  called  on  to  report. 

Sixth.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  proposed  changes  in  the  By-Laws, 
or  if  changes  in  the  By-Laws  have  been  proposed  by  a  Trustee,  the  same  shall  be 
voted  upon. 

Seventh.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  made  any  nominations  to 
membership  in  the  corporation,  or  if  such  nominations  are  made  by  a  Trustee,  an 
election  shall  be  held. 

Eighth.  An  election  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  held,  if  there  are  terms  which  have  expired  or  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

Ninth.  The  President  shall  give  the  members  present  an  opportunity  to  present 
new  business. 

Tenth.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's 
accounts. 


Article  IV  Of  Officers 

1.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  The  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  the 
members  of  the  corporation  at  an  annual  meeting  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  three  years,  or  for  such  shorter  term  as  the  corporation  at  its  annual  meeting 
shall  determine,  and  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  An 
officer  may  not  serve  more  than  six  consecutive  years  in  the  same  office,  but  may 
serve  again  in  the  same  office  after  an  interval  of  one  year.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee may  elect  or  appoint  s'uch  other  officers  of  the  corporation  as  it  may  from 
time  to  time  determine,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  one  or  more  assistant 
secretaries  and  one  or  more  assistant  treasurers,  and  any  such  officers  appointed 
by  the  Standing  Committee  shall  serve  for  such  terms  and  shall  have  such  powers 
and  duties  as  the  Standing  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 
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i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation.  If  he  is  absent, 
a  Vice-President  in  order  of  seniority,  and,  if  no  Vice-President  is  present,  a 
President  pro  tempore,  chosen  by  hand  vote  of  the  members  of  the  corporation 
present,  shall  preside. 

3.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  warn  the 
members  of  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  according  as  he  may  be  directed  by 
vote  of  the  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  call  the  meetings  of  the  Standing 
Committee  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  or  on  the 
request  in  writing  of  any  two  members  thereof.  He  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of 
all  meetings  of  the  corporation  and  of  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  names  of 
the  members  present,  entering  in  full  all  reports  of  committees  which  may  be 
accepted  by  either  body,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  regular  and  faithful  account  of  all  the  moneys  and 
funds  of  the  corporation  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  and  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  connected  with  the  same,  which  accounts  shall  always  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  members  of  the  corporation.  He  shall  make  no  investments  and 
pay  no  moneys  without  either  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  of  such  officer,  agent  or  committee  as  said  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint  to  act  for  it  in  these  matters  and  in  accordance  with  such  procedures  as  the 
Standing  Committee  may  establish. 


Article  V  Of  the  Standing  Committee 

1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  fourteen  persons,  including  the 
President,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  ex  officio.  The  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  other  than  the 
members  ex  officio,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  the  members  of  the  corporation  at 
an  annual  meeting.  The  elected  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  one  of  which  shall  consist  of  three  members  and  two  of 
which  shall  each  consist  of  four  members.  One  class  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years 
and  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  A  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may  not  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  three  year  terms 
as  an  elected  member  but  may  serve  again  as  an  elected  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  after  an  interval  of  one  year. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporation  in  each  year,  elect  a  chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  his  absence  a  chairman  pro  tempore  may  be 
chosen  by  hand  vote.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every 
month,  and  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  members. 

3.  The  Standing  Committee  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the 
corporation  or  in  its  own  membership  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  corpo- 
ration, may  nominate  or  refuse  to  nominate  new  members  of  the  corporation, 
may  accept  or  decline  gifts  offered  to  the  corporation,  may  establish  a  fiscal  year 
for  the  corporation,  may  approve  or  disapprove  investments  or  expenditures,  may 
approve  or  disapprove  all  bills  against  the  corporation,  may  declare  any  office, 
including  the  office  of  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  vacant  if  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  by  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  so  determines, 
may  make  such  arrangements  for  the  holding  and  conduct  of  its  meetings  and 
notice  thereof  as  it  may  determine,  may  appoint  subcommittees  of  its  members, 
or  committees  consisting  of  members  or  other  persons  not  members,  may  appoint 
and  remove  agents,  may  engage  whatever  assistance  is  needed  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  may  designate  such  agents  and  employees  by  such  titles 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  and,  in  general,  may  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  board 
of  directors  and  all  the  executive  powers  of  the  corporation.

BY-LAWS 


4.  Any  officer  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Standing  Committee  but  without  vote  unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  as  above  provided. 


All  persons  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  become  eligible  for  election  to  the  Advisory  Council  upon  the  con- 
clusion of  their  terms.  Members  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  such  term 
as  the  corporation  shall  determine.  The  members  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall 
be  entitled  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  but  without  vote 


Article  VII  Of  the  Seal 

The  corporate  seal  shall  be  a  circular,  flat-faced  die  of  about  an  inch  and  a 
half  in  diameter,  with  the  name  of  the  corporation,  the  year  of  its  organization, 
the  word  "Massachusetts"  and  the  figure  of  a  pine  tree  so  engraved  on-its  face 
that  it  can  be  embossed  on  paper  by  pressure. 


These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  altered,  or  repealed  at  any  meeting  of  the 
corporation  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided 
that  notice  of  such  proposed  change  shall  have  been  given  in  the  call  of  the  meeting.
